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Response to Amendment 

In view of the amendment to the abstract and the specification, filed on 1/14/2008, the 
objection of the abstract stands withdrawn, and the amended specification is entered. 

The drawings were received on 1/14/2008. These drawings containing figures 1A-14 of 
sixteen sheets are acknowledged. 

In view of the amendment, filed on 1/14/2008, claims 1, 11, 13, 17, 19 and 25-27 are 
cancelled; the independent claims 30-33 are newly added. Thus, claims 2-10, 12, 14-16, 18, 20- 
24 and 28-33 are pending. 

In view of the applicant's arguments, see pages 15-18, filed on 1/14/2008, with respect to 
the amended claims 2-10, 12, 14-16, 18, 20-24 and 28-33 under prior art rejection have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 2-10, 12, 14-16, 18, 20-24 and 28- 
33 have been withdrawn. 

Claims 2-10, 12, 14-16, 18, 20-24 and 28-33 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The closest prior art, figure 2 of Kitagawa (IDS filed on 3/8/3004, US 5,844,539) 
discloses a main driver 1 controls the center image 36 being displayed on the center screen of an 
active matrix liquid crystal display device, the sub-driver 2 controls the border pixels 37 being 
displayed on the boundary screen of the active matrix liquid crystal display device. Both main 
driver 1 and sub-driver 2 are controlled by the timing generator 4.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to the 
independent claims 30, 31, 32 and 33, the prior art of record does not fairly teach the claimed "a 
first plurality of row drivers and column drivers which depend on said frame buffer memory, 
said first plurality of row drivers and column drivers solely coupled to pixels of said passive 
matrix, a second plurality of row drivers and column drivers which operate independent of said 
frame buffer memory, said second plurality of row drivers and column drivers solely coupled to 
said pixels of said border" along with the other claimed limitations. These distinct features have 
been added to the independent claims 30, 31, 32 and 33 and render allowable.
